The Antumn Woods.

Ferns become every year more popu-
lar for purposes of household decoration.
Growing or cut, freshly gathered or
pressed, the uses to which they are ap-
plied are numberless. Itis a safe plan
to gather them whenever you can get

them, but those who ean choose their
time to do so usunally prefer August or
early SBeptember, since at this time the
ferns are in-full maturity and have not
¥et begun to fade. Y
In going fern huniing it is wise to tdke
a ]?tt?e book, such as an atlad or a musioc
portfolio along in which to lay the more
delicate specimens as soon as they are
gathered:; the commoner varieties—sach
as the ordinary bracken bush, the evec-
green fern—may be easily faken home
to be pressed, by wrapyng them in
newspaper with 8 wet fold around tiue
stems to keep them from wilting. Those
which are to be dug up, roois and all,
for trapsplanting shkou:d be placed as
carefully as possible in a baske.. -
At the close of every execursion the
ferns which are to be pressed shounld
without -1oss of time be transferred to
the drying paper. Seated at a con-
venient table the collecior begins her
work, her pile.of ferns at one side of her
and her paper at another. Plenty of
paper and two flat, smooth Dboards are
the materinls required. Books on the
subject advise stoub blotting paper, but
strong, soit newspapers, such as the
Times for instanee, make an_ excellent
substituie ai far less cost. . Number one
board is ? .«d down; on this several sheets
of paper—the more the better if
paper is plentiful—and on them the fern
18 1aid out as nearly as possible in the
natural position, any twisting into shape
which the fronds would not heve as-
sumed in life being avoided. Over it a
single sheet of paper is laid, and while
with the right hand the plant is being
spread out, with the left the paper is be-
ing siraultaneously smoothed over it
Immediately & few more sheets are laid
over it, and the process repeated with ad-
ditionr . specimens watil the pile is suf-
ficiently high; fhen it 1s top with the
second boa d and the bundle deposited
with a foiy or fifty pound weighton the
top of all. Bricks make good weights,
and they can be so disiributed as to
make the pressure -bear equally on all
parts at. once; but any wedight—a large
stone, for instance—will do very well; or
you may put the boards under your
trunk, If a t many ferns are to be
dried, another set of boards and papers
may be used, but one is sufficient for
guite a number, - Next day tife collector
must change her papers. The pile is re-
versed, and the top board laid down on
the table, with a sheet or two of dry pa-
per on the top of it. Then the half-limp
flattened fern is carefully transferred to
it, and the process repeated until the
whole of yestardaga gatherings are once.
more in dry sheets, and the weight on
top of them again. The damp paper is
then laid out in the sun or suspended on
acord in the kitchen or other warm
lace to dry, and in ashort time is ready
or use. How often the changing of pa-
pers must bé repeated, depends on the
number of sheets that are inte be-
tween each plant, the state of the wea~
ther, the dryness of the room or the
thickness of the fern leaves themselves;
but, as a rule, half a dozen times are
sufficient, and, if need be, the last two
or three times may have an interval of
two or even three days between them.

more delicate cnes should not be ironed,
and the “maiden-hair” moss should not
be placed in water, or the golden ex-
tinguishers may wash off. Small, natun-
a_ll mossy twigs—ivy, oak leaves, acrons,
lichens—by ocecasionally being put out
te be refreshed by rain, can be made to
last for some time. The last need an oc-
casionel rain ing, as they become
brittle and powdery when too dry. The
little gypsy kettles that were so fashion-
able some years ago may be made into
pretly centre-pieces by covering sticks
and keftle alike with moss, as
follows: Hold one of the sticks
in the left hand, take a turf of moss suf-
ficiently large to wrap around
it in the right hand and fold
the moss around and over the end of
the stick; pass & long piece of fine gar-
dening wire round it, securing the end
firmly and pulling it tight, so that the
moss conceals ib; wind it round once
more and then take a second tuft; let the
end neatly overlap the first, and secure
it in the same way; continue until the
stick' is covered, keeping the moss as
evenly and tafhtly rolled as possible, If
too shaggy, trim it with the secissors.
Beeure the end of the wire when finished,
and if tightly done all will remain firm.
The handle of the kettle should be done
the same way before doing the kettle..
